GA PLENARY - STRENGTHENING ROLE OF UN 

GA RESUMED DEBATE ON STRENGTHENING UN'S ROLE DEC. 1 1 AND HEARD 
21 STATEMENTS WHICH WERE MAINLY REPLIES TO AMB SCALPS DEC. 6 
STATEMENT. IN GENERAL, THEY MAINTAINED THAT USG AND ITS 
ALLIES WERE UNWILLING TO ACKNOWLEDGE CHANGED CONDITIONS IN 
WORLD, THOUGH SOME SPEAKERS RECOGNIZED INTERDEPENDENCE OF 
NATIONS AND NECESSITY FOR COMPROMISES. SPEAKERS WERE REPS OF 
PDRY, ALGERIA, MADAGASCAR, MAURITIUS, GUINEA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

SRI LANKA, INDINESIA, INDIA, CHINA, SAUDI ARABIA, CUBA, 

LEBANON, CONGO, TUNISIA, KUWAIT, SYRIA, NETHERLANDS, CYPRUS, 

MEXICO AND EGYPT. THIRTEEN DELS ARE STILL TO BE HEARD BEFORE GA 
CONCLUDES DEBATE DEC. 12 AND TAKES ACTION ON TWO DRAFT RESES. 

ASHTAL (DEMOCRATIC YEMEN) REFERRED TO THREE-POWER VETO OF 
RECOMMENDATION OF OVERWHELMING MAJORITY, MENTIONED US REJECTION 
FOR YEARS OF RESTORATION OF PRC'S LAWFUL RIGHTS IN UN, AND ASKED, 

"ARE WE NOT TO BE OUTRAGED BY THEIR DUPLICITY, THEIR DOUBLE 
STANDARD AND THEIR SELF-RIGHTEOUS STATEMENTS?" "WE ARE AWARE, " 

HE SAID, "OF LIMITATIONS OF OUR RESES, BUT WE ARE ALSO AWARE 
THAT THEY CARRY WITH THEM THE MORAL WEIGHT OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNITY." HE DENIED THERE WAS MECHANICAL OR 
MATHEMATICAL MAJORITY AND DECLARED IT WAS "INSULT TO 
INTELLIGENCE" OF GA TO CLAIM DELS UNCONVINCINGLY COSPONSORED 
RESES OR VOTED IRRESPONSIBILY. PROBLEM WAS GENUINE CONFLICT OF 
INTERESTS, WHICH COULD BEST BE SOLVED WHEN GRIEVANCES OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND THEIR POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
ASPIRATIONS WERE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT BY SO-CALLED MINORITY. 

ALGERIAN REP RAHAL SAID DEBATE HAD BEEN TRANSFORMED IN 
UNEXPECTED WAY INTO HARSH CRITICISM OF GA AND "TRIAL OF 
ASSEMBLY MAJORITY." HE ASSERTED THERE HAD BEEN EVIDENTLY 
CONCERTED AND PRE-PLANNED SCENARIO TO "MAKE STRANGEST 
CHARGES AGAINST US AND TO ADDRESS MOST EXTRAVAGANT WARNINGS 
TO US." IT WAS OBVIOUSLY PUBLIC RELATIONS EXERCISE AND 
HE WOULD NOT GO INTO ITS MOTIVES, BUT "CERTAIN TRUTHS" 

HAD TO BE STATED AND "DISTORTIONS" CORRECTED. COUNTRIES 
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REBELLING AGAINST MAJORITY TODAY HAD BEEN IN MAJORITY YESTERDAY. 
THEY DRAFTED CHARTER AND THOSE JOINING LATER HAD TO ACCEPT 
INTERNATIONAL ORDER WHICH WAS SOMETIMES "CONTRARY TO OUR 
INTERESTS." IT WAS SURPRISING TO HEAR FROM "OUR 
DETRACTORS" THAT MAJORITY VOTES AMOUNTED TO ABUSE OF 
POWER, HE SAID, CITING AS EXAMPLES OF PREVIOUS MAJORITY VOTES 
PARTITION OF PALESTINE, INTERVENTION IN KOREA, AND 20- YEAR 
DELAY IN RECOGNIZING RIGHTS OF PRC. HE FOUND IT IRONIC THAT

STATES WHICH CAST SC VETO CRITICIZED COMPLETELY LEGAL GA 
ACTION SUPPORTED BY OVERWHELMING MAJORITY. DIALOGUE BETWEEN 
MAJORITY AND MINORITY ON ANY QUESTION SHOULD NOT LEAD TO 
"DICTATORSHIP OF MINORITY," RAHAL DECLARED. REGARDING 
SIXTH SPECIAL GA, "ROAD WE TOO TOGETHER IS ONLY ONE WHICH 
CAN RESPOND TO OUR NEEDS." IE AGREEMENT COULD BE NO WIDER 
THAN IT WAS, HE ASKED IF IT WAS JUST AND REASONABLE TO LAY 
RESPONSIBILITY AT DOOR OF MAJORITY INSTEAD OF AT "STUBBORN 
INTRANSIGENCE" OF MINORITY. HE CALLED MINORITY OPPOSITION 
"UNREASONABLE AND IRRATIONAL." REGARDING US REP'S WARNING 
THAT AMERICAN PEOPLE AND CONGRESS WERE BECOMING DETACHED 
FROM UN, IT WAS NOT UN THAT BROUGHT ABOUT THIS RESULT BUT 
"COMPLETELY DISTORTED IMAGE" PROVIDED BY US INFO MEDIA, 

WHICH WAS FAR FROM CORRESPONDING WITH 'WHAT REALLY GOES ON 
HERE." WORLD HAS CHANGED, UN OF 1945 WAS NOT SAME AS UN 
OF TODAY, CHANGES "MUST BE ACCEPTED," UN HAS TO CHANGE TOO, 

AND THAT IS WAY TO STRENGTHEN UN, RAHAL CONCLUDED. 

MALAGASY REP RABETAFIKA SAID NEW NATIONS EMERGED WHICH 
DESIRED TO PARTICIPATE IN INTERNATIONAL LIFE AND TO SEE THAT 
UN BETTER REFLECTED THEIR ASPIRATIONS AND NEEDS. WHO 
COULD BLAME "THIRD WORLD " COUNTRIES FOR WANTING TO DEFEND THEIR 
RIGHTS? CHARGES THEY FAILED TO RESPECT CHARTER WERE BASED ON 
ONE-SIDED INTERPRETATION OF CHARTER. COULD "THIRD WORLD" 

BE BLAMED FOR WANTING TO GIVE GA THE POWER IT SHOULD HAVE? 

THIRD WORLD WAS USING ITS MAJORITY IN RESPONSIBLE WAY. IT 
WAS TIME FOR MINORITY TO STOP CRYING OVER PAST AND BEGIN TO 
PLAY CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE IN DEVELOPMENT OF JUSTICE AND PEACE. 

CONSENSUS WAS ONE WAY TO ACHIEVE RESULTS, BUT DEMOCRATIC 
VOTE WAS ANOTHER WAY AND COULD NOT BE REGARDED AS UNSOUND 
PROCEDURE. ALL STATES WERE EQUAL, AND HE WOULD RESIST ANY 
ATTEMPT TO CREATE SPECIAL CATEGORY OF STATES. 
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RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) WAS PARTICULARLY CONCERNED ABOUT US REP'S 
REFERENCE TO SIZE, POPULATION AND WEALTH OF SMALL NATIONS 
WHICH WERE ENDOWED WITH SOVEREIGN EQUALITY WITH BIG POWERS 
UNDER UN CHARTER; AMB SCALI SEEMED TO SAY THAT RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF SMALL NATIONS IN GA WERE LIMITED AND THEIR REPS WERE 
"BUNCH OF IRRESPONSIBLE NINECOMPOOPS. " THIRD WORLD IP IT 
HAD SINNED AT ALL, HAD DONES SO ON SIDE OF COMPROMISE. 

PENALTY OF EXCLUSION WAS FIRST INTRODUCED WHEN US HELD SWAY 

OVER "MECHANICAL MAJORITY" - NORTH KOREANS HAD BEEN BARRED 

FROM SPEAKING IN UN, ITALY WAS NOT ADMITTED TO UN UNTIL 

1955 OR JAPAN UNTIL 1956, AND PRC DEPRIVED OF ITS RIGHTFUL 

UN SEAT. UN REPS HAD BECOME CONDITIONED BY AMERICAN PRESS 

TO LOOK ON US SECSTATE AS "APOSTLE OF DETENTE AS OPPOSED 

TO CONFRONTATION, AS PRINCE OF PEACE AND PEACEMAKING," AND IT 

WAS ASTONISHING PARADOX "THAT LANGUAGE OF THREAT AND CONFRONTATION 
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SHOULD COME FROM HIS REP, AMB SCALI." RAMPHUL SAID MINORITY 

WAS SO DESPERATELY CONCERNED ABOUT WHAT WERE CALLED UNENFORCEABLE 

RESES BECAUSE THEY WOULD EVENTUALLY LEAD TO RESULTS. 

HUNDREDS OF "PAPER RESES" ON COLONIALISM KEPT PILING UP BUT 
ONE MORNING IN LISBON RESISTANCE COLLAPSED. "THIRD WORLD" 

HAD BEEN PILING UP "PAPER RESES" ON SOVEREIGN RIGHT OF 
NATIONS TO THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES AND "OIL IS NOW CHANGING 
POWER RATION BETWEEN FEW POWERFUL AND MANY IMPOTENTS." 

NEW ECONOMIC ORDER WAS ALREADY HERE. SPEAKING OF IMPLIED 
US THREAT TO REDUCE ITS FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO VARIOUS 
UN PROJECTS, RAMPHUL SAID THUS FAR US HAD BEEN EXTREMELY 
GENEROUS TO THIRD WORLD, WHICH HAD NO REASON TO BELIEVE THIS 
GENEROSITY WOULD NOT CONTINUE TO PROMOTE FURTHER BONDS OF 
FRIENDSHIP AND UNDERSTANDING. HE SPOKE OF UNHAPPY TENDENCY FOR 
US POLICY TO CONTRIBUTE TO ITS OWN ISOLATION ALL AROUND GLOBE, 

AND HE APPEALED TO US TO JOING WORLD IN SPIRIT OF COOPERATION. 

"UN," HE DECLARED, "IS NOT FOR SALE TO HIGHEST BIDDER."

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MRS. CISSE (GUINEA) SAID CERTAIN POWERS WERE "DESPERATELY 
TRYING TO PRESERVE THEIR THREATENED PRIVILEGES," USING 
"BLACKMAIL AND INTIMIDATION" AGAINST SMALLER STATES. GA, 

HOWEVER, WAS ALERT TO THEIR "MANEUVRES", UN SHOULD NOT 
BE FROZEN IN MOLD OF 30 YEARS AGO, AND VETO SHOULD BE DONE 
AWAY WITH. PROBLEM WAS HOW TO BRIDGE GAP BETWEEN CHARTER 
OBJECTIVES AND UN'S CAPACITY TO ATTAIN THEM. "INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY WILL NOT ALLOW ITSELF TO BE SWEPT AWAY ON TIDE 
OF CROCODILE TEARS," SHE SAID. 

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) SAID UN COULD NOT BE CRITICIZED FOR 
REFLECTING BY ITS DECISIONS, FEELINGS OF MAJORITY OF MANKIND; 

UN MUST PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY IN SOLVING URGENT PROBLEMS OF 

WORLD AND, IN FIRST PLACE, PROBLEMS OF LDC'S; COUNTRIES 

THAT WERE UNWILLING OR UNABLE TO UNDERSTAND CHANGES TAKING 

PLACE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS SHOULD NOT BLOCK 

PROGRESS AT ANY COST BY USING THEIR POWER AND SPECIAL POSITION IN 

UN; UN COULD BE STRENGTHENED ONLY IF IT REMAINED FORUM FOR 

FREE EXPRESSION OF VIEWS. 

AMERISINGHE (SRI LANKA) CALLED DEC. 6 STATEMENTS "SEARING 
INDICTMENT OF MAJORITY RULE, WHICH SINCE BIRTH OF DEMOCRACY 
HAD BEEN REGARDED AS ITS LIFE FORCE," ADDING THAT MOST 
HEINOUS CRIMES OF SO-CALLED TYRANNICAL MAJORITY APPEARED TO 
BE THAT MANY ARE SMALL AND POOR AND ENJOY BLOC SUPPORT. 

NON-ALIGNED, HE SAID, WERE RARELY ACCUSED OF AGGRESSION, 

INTERFERENCE IN OTHER COUNTRIES INTERNAL AFFAIRS, OR 
ATTEMPTS TO OVERTHROW GOVTS NOT SUPPORTING THEIR ECON 
AND POLITICAL INTERESTS, WHILE MAJORITY WHICH RULED UN'S 
FIRST 25 YEARS DENIED PRC'S LAWFUL RIGHT TO REPRESENTATION, 

AND PREVENTED NORTH KOREA FROM BEING HEARD AT DISCUSSION 
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OF ITS FUTURE. SUGGESTION THAT GNP AND TERRITORIAL SIZE 
SHOULD GIVE WEIGHT IN UN WAS MIGHT-IS-RIGHT DOCTRINE, 

"REPUGNANT TO PRINCIPLES OF CHARTER." AFEIRMING THAT GA 
SHOULD BE REGARDED AS SUPREME POLITICAL ORGAN, AMERISHINGHE 
SAID OF SUBSTANCE OF RES THAT VIEWS OF SYG ON STRENGTHENING 
UN SHOULD BE OBTAINED, INSTEAD OF "PROVIDING US WITH OCCASION 
FOR...INDULGING IN GENERALIZATIONS." HE ADDED THAT HE 
SUPPORTED "OUR CRITICS" IN SUGGESTING MORE TIME BE PROVIDED 
FOR CONSULTATION AND NEGOTIATION. 
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SANI (INDONESIA) SAID HIS DEL WELCOMED CHANCE TO CLEAR AIR 
ON MATTER RAISED IN DEC 6 DEBATE; INDONESIA WISHED NOT TO 
SPEAK FOR SO-CALLED MAJORITY WHOSE EXISTENCE SEEMED DUBIOUS 
IN VIEW OF KHMER AND KOREAN VOTES, BUT TO DEFEND UN TO 
STRENGTHEN ITS EEFICIENCY. CONTRASTING INDONESIAN TRADITION 
OF DECISION-MAKING THROUGH CONSULTATION AND CONSENSUS WITH 
PROCESS BASED ON CONTENTION THAT "HALF PLUS ONE SHOULD BE 
RIGHT" FOR WHICH MOST COUNTRIES HAD TRADED TRADITIONAL 
APPROACH, SANI SAID UN SHOULD BE NOT "FACTORY TO TURN OUT 
RESES" BUT FORUM FOR COMBINED EFFORTS TO FIND CONCRETE 
SOLUTIONS TO CONCRETE PROBLEMS. 

JAIPAL (INDIA) SAID HE WAS REACTING TO STATEMENTS OF SOME 

DELS NOT IN HOSTILITY BUT IN SPIRIT OF DEMOCRATIC 

DEBATE, ARGUING THAT IMPERATIVES OF INTERDEPENDENCE HAS 

PRODUCED MAJORITY RESES, THAT COLLECTIVE ACTIONS ARE 

LIMITED BY COLLECTIVE ASPIRATIONS. DEFENDING DECISIONS ON 

SOUTH AERICA AND PALESTINE, JAIPAL ASKED WHETHER GA SHOULD 

REMAIN SILENT WHEN VETO STYMIES SC. INDIA'S FIRST PRIORITY 

WAS TO OVERCOME UN CRISIS OF CONFIDENCE. HE HOPED MINORITY 

COULD COMPREHEND FRUSTRATION OF MAJORITY, WHO SEEK, PARAPHRASING 

PRIMIN GHANDI, NOT RICHES OR POWER, BUT BASIC NECESSITIES. 

HUANG HUA (CHINA) SAID US REP'S ALLEGED "DANGEROUS TREND " 

WAS ONLY HEALTHY EMERGENCE AND GROWTH OF THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES, 
"MAIN FORCE IN CURRENT STRUGGLE AGAINST POLICIES OE AGGRESSION 
AND WAR PURSUED BY COLONIALISM, IMPERIALISM AND ESPECIALLY 
SUPER-POWERS," WHICH HE SAID HAD UTILIZED UN EOR LONG PERIOD 
AND OETEN CONTRAVENED CHARTER AND WILL OE PEOPLE IN MANY 
COUNTRIES. "THE WORLD IS PROGRESSING AMID TURBULENCE," 

AND PRESENT WORLD SITUATION IS "EXCELLENT," WITH COUNTRIES 
WANTING INDEPENDENCE AND LIBERATION, PEOPLES WANTING REVOLUTION; 
CHINA IS READY TO WORK WITH THIRD-WORLD AND OTHER JUSTICE- 
UPHOLDING COUNTRIES TO MAKE UN TRULY CAPABLE OE SAFEGUARDING 
INTL PEACE AND PROMOTING HUMAN PROGRESS. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA), REEERRING REPEATEDLY TO AMB SCALI 
BY NAME, SAID WORLD HAD CHANGED BUT CERTAIN COUNTRIES STILL 
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FOLLOWED POLICIES OE POWER POLITICS, WHAT PRC CALLED 
"HEGEMONISM"; IT WAS NO WONDER NEGLECTED 'THIRD WORLD" 

HAD GOTTEN TOGETHER TO STATE DISAPPROVAL OP WHAT MORE 
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POWERFUL HAD DONE. BAROODY SAID US REP'S "TYRANNY OP 
MAJORITY" COULD HARDLY EXIST WHEN THOSE STATES DID NOT 
EXERCISE WORLD POWER, WARNING THAT US AND USSR, WITH 14 
PERCENT OF WORLD POPULATION, COULD NOT POLICE WORLD. 

CONTRARY TO US ARGUMENT, BAROODY SAID "THIRD WORLD " 

CONTAINED CONSIDERABLE PART OP WORLD POPULATION AND RESOURCES. 

HE ADDED THAT UN DEALS WITH USG, NOT US CONGRESS, WHICH 
REFUSED TO AGREE TO BOYCOTT ON RHODESIAN CHROME SUPPORTED 
BY USG REPS. STATING THAT "SMALL MINORITY HAS STRANGLEHOLD 
ON MEDIA" IN US, AND CITING PRESS "PANPARE " OVER UNESCO 
WARNING TO ISRAEL "NOT TO TAMPER" WITH JERUSALEM, BAROODY 
SAID IP MAJOR POWERS HAD "HAD ENOUGH" IN ONE SESSION, 

"WE HAVE HAD ENOUGH IN ALL SESSIONS," AND URGED MAJOR 
POWERS TO JUDGE ISSUES ON MERITS LEST UN "ERODE...TOTTER AND 
FALL." 

CUBAN REP ALARCON SAID DEC 6 WOULD REMAIN MILESTONE IN WHICH 
COLONIALISM AND RACISM HAD ATTEMPTED DECLARATION OP WAR; 

US WAS WAGING INTENSE CAMPAIGN TO FOSTER IGNORANCE AND 
DISTRUST OF UN AMONG AMERICAN PEOPLE. HE SAID US WAS VIOLATING 
DUTIES AS HOST COUNTRY, AND US RECEIVED DIRECT ECON BENEPITS 
AS SUCH. SOME STATES, HEADED BY US, WISHED TO RESIST 
UNAVOIDABLE CHANGES IN WORLD ARENA, BUT COHESION OP NEW UN 
MAJORITY WOULD GROW IN STRENGTH. 
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GHORRA (LEBANON) SAID PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN AGAINST MAJORITY BY 
"ZIONIST ALLIANCE," DESIGNED TO IMPAIR ARAB-WESTERN RELATIONS, 
WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN WAGED IE PALESTINE QUESTION HAD NOT 
BEEN EXAMINED. ELUSHING MEADOWS DECISION, GHORRA SAID, HAD 
BROUGHT WEIGHT OF THEN MAJORITY TO BEAR ON ARABS AND 
GA WAS ONLY RECOVERING RESPECTABILITY AS GA RECOGNIZED 
PALESTINIAN RIGHTS AFTER 27 YEARS. CALLING UN EEFECTIVE AND 
BEST INSTITUTION TO SERVE MANKIND, GHORRA STRESSED THAT SMALL 
POWERS ESPECIALLY NEED UN TO SAEEGUARD THEIR EXISTENCE. 

CONGOLESE REP N DESSABEKA STATED "THIRD WORLD" NATIONS, AWARE 
OE SIMILAR SITUATIONS IN WHICH THEY EOUND THEMSELVES, NOW 
WANTED TO EXPRESS THEIR LEGITIMATE CLAIMS. HIS DEL EOUND NO 
CAUSE FOR WORRY, EXCEPT ON PART OE THOSE WHO WISHED TO 
PRESERVE THEIR ADVANTAGES. UN REMAINED THE ONLY INTERNATIONAL 
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FORUM CAPABLE OF OFFERING ALL NATIONS THE POSSIBILITY TO 
SOLVE PROBLEMS OF COMMON INTEREST. 

DRISS (TUNISIA) SUGGESTED BALANCE BETWEEN GA AND SC SHOULD BE 
RESTUDIED, ADDING SC'S FUNCTIONS SHOULD BE COMPLEMENTARY TO 
THOSE OF GA SO THEY MIGHT WORK IN HARMONY. HIS DEL FELT THAT 
MORE EXTENSIVE DISSEMINATION OF INFO ABOUT UN AROUND THE 
WORLD WAS NEEDED, AND TUNISIA WOULD PROPOSE FOR CONSIDERATION 
AT 30TH GA AGENDA ITEM ON INFO POLICIES OF UN REGARDING ITS 
OBIECTIVES AND ACTIVITIES. 

BISHARA (KUWAIT) EXPRESSED "INDIGNATION" AT CHARGES MADE 
BY SOME DELS IN THIS DEBATE. EVERY STATE THAT WAS DISREGARDING 
SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA OR INVESTING IN NAMIBIA OR SELLING 
ARMS TO SOUTH AFRICA OR ISRAEL WAS VILATING CHARTER. 

THIS "TYRANNY OE VIOLATIONS " WAS MUCH MORE SERIOUS THAN "TYRANNY 
OF MAJORITY. " FOR 20 YEARS WESTERN POWERS HAD DOMINATED 
UN, TAKING "ILL-ADVISED" AND "ILLEGAL" DECISIONS LIKE 
PARTITION OP PALESTINE. COUNTRIES COMPLAINING TODAY HAD 
IGNORED RIGHTS OF PEOPLES TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND 
INDEPENDENCE. SOME DELS CONTENDED THEIR VIEWS WERE NOT TAKEN 
INTO ACCOUNT DURING NEGOTIATIONS, BUT SOME DELS DID NOT 
RECOGNIZE "WINDS OP CHANGE." "MASTERS OF YESTERDAY" 

HAD TO ADAPT THEIR POLICIES TO TODAY'S WORLD. DEVELOPING 
STATES DID NOT WANT CONFRONTATION, BISHARA SAID, ADDING 
FACTORS LIKE ENERGY CRISIS SHOULD BRING THEM CLOSER TOGETHER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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KELANI (SYRIA) BELIEVED CHARTER SHOULD BE REVISED TO REFLECT 
NEW STATUS OF UN AND CHANGES IN WORLD, RIGHT OF GA TO RECOMMEND 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION TO PROBLEM SHOULD BE RESPECTED, AND GA 
SHOULD ALSO DEAL WITH CHARTER VIOLATIONS. UNLIKE SC, 

WHERE FIVE STATES HAD VETO POWER, IN GA EACH STATE HAD EQUAL 
RESPONSIBILITY AND ONE VOTE. THOSE WHO TODAY BLAMED UN POR 
TAKING DECISIONS ON BASIS OF MAJORITY SHOULD RECALL UN'S 
RECENT PAST WHEN US AND SMALL NUMBER OF COUNTRIES IMPOSED 
THEIR WILL AND TYRANNY. TODAY, UN REPRESENTED NEW WORLD 
ORDER AND NEW INTERNATIONAL REALITY, HE DECLARED. 

NETHERLANDS REP KAUFMANN SAID THAT INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY MUST 
STRIVE TO AVOID DANGER THAT RELATIVELY RIGID GROUP POSITIONS, 
COMBINED WITH LACK OF TIME FOR NEGOTIATING, COULD THWART 
OTHERWISE REAL POSSIBILITIES FOR SOUND AND VIABLE COMPROMISE 
SOLUTIONS. NETHERLANDS FELT STRONGLY THAT GENERALLY RECOGNIZED 
INTERDEPENDENCE REQUIRED THAT EMPHASIS SHOULD BE ON NEGOTIATED 
RESULTS. ALL COUNTRIES WERE CURRENTLY CONFRONTED WITH 
PROBLEMS OP UNPRECEDENTED MAGNITURE - PROBLEMS WHICH COULD 
ONLY BE SOLVED THROUGH MULTILATERAL COOPERATION. IF GA 
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WAS TO BE GEARED MORE TO CONSULTATIONS AND NEGOTIATIONS, 
ARRANGEMENTS SHOULD BE MADE TO MAKE THESE MORE EFFECTIVE. 

CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES SAID CHARTER HAD "NOT BEEN COMPLIED WITH" 
FROM START, AND UNANIMOUS SC RESES ON CYPRUS REMAINED 
UNIMPLEMENTED AFTER MANY MONTHS. IF SC RESES COULD NOT BE 
IMPLEMENTED, THERE WAS NO SECURITY, NO DEVELOPMENT, AND 
ARMS RACE WOULD GO ON. PROPOSED COMITE ON CHARTER REVIEW 
SHOULD GIVE ITS PRIMARY ATTENTION TO SEEING THAT PROVISIONS 
FOR IMPLEMENTING SC RESES WERE ENFORCED OR ELSE AMENDED 
SO AS TO ACHIEVE THAT END, ROSSIDES STATED. 

GARCIA ROBLES (MEXICO) CRITICIZED DOGMATIC, ABRUPT TONE OF 
CERTAIN INTERVENTIONS DEC. 6. INSTEAD OF REFERRING TO 
"TYRANNY OF MAJORITY,” HE SAID IT WOULD BE MORE APPLICABLE 
TO SPEAK OF "INTOLERABLE PARALYSING DICTATORSHIP" OF 
MINORITY WHICH SO MANY TIMES HAD IMPEDED UN FROM ACTING IN 
ACCORD WITH CHARTER. IF STRENGTHENING UN ROLE WAS 
TRULY DESIRED IN ORDER TO REALIZE BASIC PRINCIPLES OF CHARTER, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ALL MEMBERS, "GREAT AND SMALL, BUT EXPECIALLY GREAT," 

MUST DEMONSTRATE THROUGH ACTION THEIR DISPOSITION TO FULFILL 
OBLIGATIONS CONTRACTED IN CONFORMITY WITH CHARTER IN SPIRIT 
OF GOOD FAITH. 

MEGUID (EGYPT) SAID STATEMENTS OF SOME DELS WERE 
"UNDERMINING UN," ASKING IF THEIR PURPOSE WAS "DOMINATION 
OF MINORITY," DENYING DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS ON WHICH ORGANIZATION 
WAS BASED TO MANY NEW MEMBERS. SMALL COUNTRIES WERE NOT 
TO BLAME FOR NON-FULFILLMENT OF CHARTER, SAID MEGUID, ASKING 
RHETORICALLY WHETHER MAJORITY ACTED WITHIN CHARTER IN 
CALLING FOR END TO RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND FOR NIEO. IF 
SMALL MINORITY DID NOT APPROVE MAJORITY DECISIONS, THIS DID NOT 
MEAN DECISIONS WERE WRONG; MINORITY SHOULD UNDERSTAND CHANGES 
IN WORLD AND SEEK GREATEST POSSIBLE AGREEMENT AND COOPERATION. 
"THIRD WORLD" COUNTRIES WERE OPEN TO "CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE 
AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING" BUT WOULD OPPOSE ANY VIOLATION 
OF CHARTER.
